Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  and  approval  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  district  during  the  ye&r  t>966. 

The  mid-year  population  was  16,240,  an  increase  of  1,440  compared  with  the 
population  at  the  time  of  the  1961  Census,  but  only  30  more  than  the  population 
figure  for  1965.  There  were  241  live  births  (l40  male  and  101  female),  equivalent 
to  a crude  birth  rate  of  14.8  births  per  1,000  of  the  population.  However,  the 
standardised  birth  rate  xrorks  out  at  15.7  exactly  2 births  per  1,000  less  than 
the  national  birth  rate  of  17.7  live  births  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

There  were  78  male  and  92  female  deaths,  a total  of  170.  The  crude  death 
rate  was  10.5  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population,  but  after  correction  the 
rate  was  9.5  which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national  death  rate  of  11.7  deaths 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  16.6  per  1,000  live 
births  was  much  lower  than  the  national  figure  of  19.00,  as  was  the  neonatal 
mortality  rate  of  8.3  as  against  12.9  per  1,000  live  births.  Lox^r  neonatal  and 
infant  mortality  rate  reflect  the  social  and  economic  state  of  a district,  being 
lower  in  the  better  off  districts  than  in  the  poorer  districts  of  the  country. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  are  directly  attributable  to  conditions 
affecting  the  circulatory  system  in  differing  parts  of  the  body  (vascular  lesions 
in  the  nervous  system  - intracranial  haemorrhage  or  thrombosis  - 29,  coronary 
artery  disease  - 37,  high  blood  pressure  with  heart  disease  - 6,  other  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases  - 24).  More  is  heard  about  lung  cancer  (x^hich  caused  7 
deaths)  than  about  coronary  artery  disease  which  claimed  37  victims. 

Coronary  artery  disease  is  recognised  as  a ’’stress  disease”,  and  it  might  not 
be  amiss  to  consider  some  stresses  to  which  we  are  exposed.  The  carefree  life  of 
babyhood  is  soon  lost  and  onljr  a memory  in  the  stress  imposed  in  young  children 
with  the  equivalent  of  the  1 1 plus  examination  ahead.  How  many  parents  do  not 
push  their  child  because  they  naturally  x/ant  the  best  for  their  child,  although 
what  they  want  is  not  always  best  for  their  child.  Children  are  physically 
growing  older  more  quickly  than  they  are  mentally  and  psychologically  and  this  is 
a big  time  of  stress.  Marriage  brings  the  reponsibility  of  finding  a home  and 
providing  for  the  needs  of  a family.  The  effort  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
family  status  in  the  community  leads  to  the  acceptance  of  responsibility  which  may 
be  in  excess  of  the  individual’s  capacity.  Add  to  all  this  the  ever  quickening 
tempo  of  modern  life,  the  curse  of  the  telephone,  and  congestion  on  the  road.  These 
four  observations  on  stress  may  help  to  explain  the  high  death  rate  from  coronary 
artery  disease,  not  to  mention  the  national  cost  of  antacids  and  sleeping  pills. 


Among  the  infectious  diseases  the  139  cases  of  measles  were  not  unexpected 
and  are  accepted,  but  13  cases  of  dysentery  are  not  so  readily  accepted  and 
are  evidence  of  the  laxity  in  personal  hygiene  and  cleanliness  which  prevails 
throughout  the  land  today.  It  is,  however,  pleasing  to  note  that  not  one 
case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

A perusal  of  Mr.  Sealey’ s part  of  the  Report  points  to  the  amount  of 
work  undertaken  by  Mr.  Sealey  and  Mr.  Bury  who  joined  the  staff  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  and  who  has  given  great  help  to  Mr.  Sealey.  I am  indebted  to 
Mr.  Sealey  and  Mr.  Bury  for  this  valuable  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the 
Report  and  for  their  unstinted  co-operation  during  the  year. 

This  is  the  last  annual  report  I will  submit  to  the  Council  and  I am 
pleased  that  it  contains  a record  of  good  work  done,  and  that  the  result  of 
that  work  is  apparent  in  the  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  in  the  district. 

I will  miss  the  friendly  atmosphere  of  the  Committee  meetings  and  the  friendship 
I have  established  with  members  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  during  the  years 
I have  enjoyed  working  for  the  Council.

Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966  - my  thirtieth  as  your 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Mr.  K.  Bury  took  up  duties  as  additional  Public  Health  Inspector  in  January, 
1966  and  so  for  the  first  time  the  Report  represents  the  work  of  two  Public 
Health  Inspectors. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Bury  enabled  progress  to  be  made  in  the  fields  of 
smoke  control  and  Offices,  Shops,  etc.,  inspections. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  only  two  houses  without  mains  water,  both  being  several  hundred 
yards  from  the  nearest  main. 

No  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  from  standpipes. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply 
of  excellent  quality  is  maintained. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  for  the 
following  information  with  regard  to  the  supply:- 

1 . The  water  has  been  of  satisfactory  quality  throughout  the  year  and  there  has  been 
a slight  improvement  in  bacteriological  quality  during  the  same  period. 

2.  Raw  water  bacteriological  examinations  have  not  been  made  but  five  hundred  and  fori* 
four  samples  of  mixed  Thirlmere  and  Haweswater  supplies  were  taken  in  Manchester’s

Only  slight  variations  occur  in  chemical  quality  of  this  water  during  the  year. 

3.  The  mixed  water  contains  less  than  0.1  ppm  of  lead  after  standing  24  hours 
in  contact  with  lead  service  pipes.

SEWERAGE. 

The  foul  sewers  in  the  area  are  adequate,  but  the  Council  continues  to  give 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  a foul  sewer  in  the  Brooks  Drive,  Shay  Lane  area 
at  present  served  by  a multiplicity  of  septic  tanks. 

Work  is  proceeding  in  the  provision  of  new  surface  water  sewers  in  the 
Delahays  Road/Moss  Lane  area,  and  will  shortly  commence  on  the  Stamford  Park  area. 

These  schemes  should  eliminate  long  standing  storm  flooding  in  those  areas. 
SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  nextfly  enlarged  sewage  disposal  works  at  Bankhall  Lane  are  at  present 
adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  The  measures  taken  in  the  past  2 to  3 
years  to  combat  odours  from  the  works  appear  to  have  been  successful. 
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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  remain  9 pail  closets  in  the  district  and  with  the  exception  of  2 
houses  there  is  no  available  sewer.  The  possibilities  of  converting  to  water 
closets  with  the  provision  of  a septic  tank  is  not  being  overlooked  but  there  is  no 
statutory  power  to  require  this  conversion  in  the  absence  of  an  available  sewer.  4 
of  the  houses  so  served  are  likely  to  be  of  short  life. 

CLEAN  AIR. 

The  Council  have  agreed  in  principle  on  a ten  year  programmed  to  make  the 
whole  of  Hale  smokeless,  and  decided  to  conduct  a survey  of  an  area  of  some  400 
houses,  bounded  by  Hale  Road,  Queens  Road,  Stamford  Park  Road,  up  to  the  Altrincham 
boundary  as  our  potential  first  Smoke  Control  Area,  and  the  survey  was  well  under 
way  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  area  has  been  provisionall  selected  in  the 
knowledge  that  it  is  that  of  the  highest  density  as  far  as  houses  are  concerned, 
and  therefore  most  likely  to  be  the  worst  affected  so  far  as  pollution  is  concerned. 

In  an  endeavour  to  compare  the  pollution  in  the  various  parts  of  the  district, 
two  further  measuring  stations  were  set  up  in  addition  to  the  one  already  estab- 
lished at  the  Council  Offices,  Ashley  Road.  The  two  new  stations  are  at  "Halecrof t ” 
Hale  Road,  Hale  Barns,  and  at  Bradbury  Secondary  School,  Queens  Road.

It  will  be  observed  that  only  one  sample  was  reported  against  and  this  is 
considerably  less  than  the  County  average  and  that  only  two  complaints  were 
received  from  private  purchasers.  These  natters  were  fully  investigated  and 
resulted  in  a caution  in  each  case. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


The  weekly  emptying  of  ashbins  was  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  work  of  the  Department  in  this  connection  has  grown  considerably  in  the 
past  few  years,  both  in  the  number  of  houses  covered  and  in  the  increased  bulk  of 
modern  refuse.  In  addition  the  Council  is  called  upon  to  an  increasing  degree 
to  move  surplus  household  goods  and  furniture.  These  increased  responsibilities 
call  for  considerable  supervision  particularly  in  view  of  the  labour  problems  of 
today. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  over  the 
whole  district. 

Septic  tanks,  of  which  there  are  70  in  the  district,  are  emptied  free  of 
charge  by  the  Council  as  required. 

REFUSAL  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  Disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Grove  Lane.  From  time  to  time 
it  is  necessary  to  tip  into  water,  but  by  cutting  off  small  segments  of  the  pond, 
and  tipping  into  the  water  in  colder  weather  any  nuisance  is  reduced  to  a minimum. 
Prompt  covering  of  refuse  has  again  succeeded  in  reducing  fires,  and  there  have 
been  very  few  complaints  from  residents  in  the  neighbourhood. 

The  tip  is  open  on  Saturday  mornings  so  that  residents  may  deposit  miscell- 
aneous rubbish,  not  usually  collected  as  house  refuse,  and  this  facility  is  fairly 
well  used. 

The  available  tipping  space  at  Grove  Lane  is  not  expected  to  last  beyond 
1969.  The  joint  discussions  with  Sale,  Altrincham,  3owdon  and  Bucklow  Councils 
regarding  a joint  incinerator  are  bogged  down  at  the  moment,  and  the  position 
is  becoming  increasingly  urgent.  The  possibility  of  combining  with  the  Bowdon 
Council,  which  would  produce  extra  tipping  space  for  Hale,  was  being  considered 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE  PREMISES. 

Supervision  of  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Licences  are  in  force  in  regard  to 
16  premises,  and  in  all  but  one  of  these  storage  is  wholly  underground. 

All  premises  are  inspected  at  least  once  a year  in  conjunction  with  the 
Cheshire  County  Fire  Service,  whose  requirements  must  be  complied  with. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


The  Council  continued  to  treat  dwelling  houses  infested  with  rats  and  mice, 
free  of  charge. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  by  one  of  the  Council's  workmen,  trained  in 
disinfestation  methods.
